Trlchooramma la Being Groomed for 


Battl* With Pe*t That Ravages 


Sugar Cane. 


Eaton nouje, I^i.—Groomed to flght 


the sugar cane borer in Louisiana. * 
tiny parasite ivasp called trichugram-' 
ma has become so prottdent that more 
than Sit per cent of the borer e^ss in 
an experimental field-here were de- 
stroyed by the insect during the last 
week in July. 


The wasp attacks and destroys 


more than IfiO species of crop pests 
by parasitizing the eggs of the insects 
with Its own. Louisiana entomologists 
Invoked the aid of the trichogramma 
In 1027. when ravages of the cane bor- 
er menaced the sugar Industry of the 
state. 


Left to Its o^m resources !n the 


field, the wasp wcs slow in develop- 
ing. 
Laboratories for propagation 


were set qp and were so successful 
that M.OOO wasps were liberated be- 
tween June 7 and 23. this year. 


W. E. Hinds, state university ento- 


mologist, says the practicality of 
large-scale laboratory production of 
the trlchognnima has been demon- 
strated fully. 


"It has been shown," he explains, 


"that sheets of parasitized eggs may 
be mailed to any part of the United 
States or Canadn with n fair prospect 
of their arriving In good condition. 
The method of distribution on sheets 
"f paper is to cover the paper with 
unpnrasltlzed moth e?^s and then nl- 
tow the wasp to deposit its eggs in the 
moth eggs. 


The trichogrnmmas hatch first, and 


the inrva uses the moth e?ss fnr food. 
It easily is possible to hnndie frrim 
•40.000 to 50.QOO host c^trs nn one sheet 
of pnper and to obtain 20.000 to -TO.OOO 
parnsifes therefrom." 


While he is pleased with the suc- 


cess in combating the caae borer. Doc- 
tor Hinds says it will require some 
l 


time to determine the plan's value on 
nn extensive commercial basis.
